Humbly Offered to the Honourable Houſe of Commons, for the Ratſing a Fund 


for the better Enabling Their Magfelties towards the Carrying on @ Vigorous 
War againſt France. 


HAT it be Enacted, that a Supply of the ſeveral forts and ſizes of Parchment and Paper, for the Ends, In- ' 
tents and Purpoſes herein after-mentioned, be from time to time provided, during the Continuance of this 
propoſed A&, at the proper Coſt and Charges of Their Majeſties, Their Heirs and Succeſlors, having and 
bearing ſuch different Impreſſions, Seals and Stamps thereon, as Their Majeſties in Their Great Wiſdom ſhall 

Eſteem moſt meet and convenient, to the End that ſuch Parchment and Papers, and no other, ſhall or may from time 
to time, during the Continuance of this Act, be made uſe of or employed by Their Majeſties Subjects, in ſuch manner, 
and at, for and under, and upon ſach Rates and Prizes for the fame, as are and be herein after particularly mentioned. 

That for the more eaſie Colletion of the ſaid Rates ana Prizes, ſo to be ſettled or rated, by this Honourable Houſe, 
ſome convenient place in or about the City of Londox or Weſtminſter, be choſen or creed by ſuch perſon or perſons, as 
Their Majeſtics ſhall thereunto Commilſſionate, Nominate or Appoint ; from whence a General diſtribution of the faid 
Parchments and Papers may be made throughout Their Majeſties Kingdom and Dominion. 

That for the Encouragement of Statzoners, and all other perſons whatſoever, to diſtribute the ſaid Parchment and 
Papers, it be Enacted, That a Profit of per cent. be allowed to every Retailer of the ſame. 

That for the more eaſie ſupply of the ſmall Towns and Country-Villages, the Colleftors or Receivers of Their Ma- 
jeſtics Cuſtoms or Exciſe, or other Their Majeſties Revenues, ſhall and be ſupplied with ſuch quantities of Parchment 
and Papers as from time to time they can vend or diſpoſe of, giving an account every Month of the ſeveral ſorts and 
ſizes by them ſo fold or diſpoſed of, 

That all and every Inſtallments, or Creation to Dignities ; All Advancements in Quality ; All Promotions cither in 
Church or State ; All gradual Advancements in Univerſities, Colledges or Free-Schools ; All Preterments, Eccleſtaſti- 
cal, Military or Civil, ſhall be wrote or printed thereon, for which ſhall be paid 


That all Pardons, Reprieves, or Relaxation from pecuniary Fines or Corporal Puniſhments be written thereon , for 
which ſhall be paid 

That all Petitions to 'Their Majeſties, or either Houſes of Parliament, or any of Their Majeſties moſt Honourable 
Privy Council, or other Their Majeſties Miniſters or Officers, Eccleſiaſtical, Military or Civil, ſhall be wrote thereon, for 
which ſhall be paid 

That all poor and indigent Perſons, who receive the Alms of the Pariſh, or are allowed to Sue or Plead in Forma pau- | 
peris, ſhall have ſuch inferior Paper as ſhall be thereunto appointed, at the firſt or prime coſt thereof. 

That all Corporations, Companies, Univerſities, Colledges, Bodies Politique, or other publique Communities or Socie- 


ties, - enjoying the benefit of His Majeſties Charters, ſhall not receive or grant any Petition, or diſpoſe of any Places of 
; Benefit or Profit, but whar thatt be wrore on ThE 1a1d raper, tor wiuch Ihall be paid 


That no perſon deliver any Bills or Accounts excceding the Summ of relating to their Majeſties moſt 
| Honourable Houſhold, Stables, Store-houles, Magazins, or other Offices or Places belonging to Their Majeſties but 
' What is wrote on the ſaid Paper, for which ſhall be paid 


That all Tradeſmens Quarterly or Annual Bills, for any Goods or Commodities delivered to and for the uſe of their 
| Majeſties, or any other perſon or perſons whatſoever, be wrote on the ſaid Paper, for which ſhall be paid 

'  Thatall Commiſſions, Warrants, Grants, Charters, Briets, Certificates, Citations, Licences for Wine, Ale and Beer, 
| andall other Licenſes whatſoever, grantable by their Majeſties or any of their Miniſters or other Officers, either Eccleſi- 
 aſtical, Military or Civil, within their Majeſtics Kingdom and Dominions, be wrote or printed on the ſaid Parchment 
or Paper, for which ſhall be paid ; 

That all Bonds, Contracts, Agreements, Leaſes, Deeds,, Releaſes, Awards, Arbitration-Bonds, Charter-parties, Pol- 
licies of Inſurance, Proteſts, Bills of Sales, Letters of Atturney, or other obligatory Inſtruments whatſoever, be wrote 
on the ſaid Parchment or Paper, for which ſhall be paid 

That all Proceſſes at Law in all and every their Majeſties Courts, all Writs, Afidavits, Interrogatories, Depoſitions, 
or other proceedings in Law or Equity, or any other interiour or other Court, be wrote on the ſaid Paper or Parchment, 
for which ſhall be paid 

That all Copies of Records, Judgments, Decrees, Sentences, Awards, Orders, or any other proceedings in any of 


their Majeſtics Courts, be wrote the firſt Sheet thereof on the ſaid Paper, and to be continued by one Sheet in 
for which ſhall be paid 


That all Indentures, Leaſes, Deeds, Indented or Poll , Wills, Adminiſtrations , Naturalizations, Dennizations, Free- | 
doms, and all other the like Deeds or Inſtruments whatſoever, ſhall be wrote on the faid Paper or Parchment, for 
which ſhall be paid 


That all Ptinted Bonds, Releaſes, Pollicies of Inſurance, Letters of Atturney, Charter-parties, and other obligatory. 
Inſtruments whatſoever, be printed on the ſaid Paper or Parchment, for which ſhall be paid | 


That it be provided if any perſon or perſons whatſoever, ſhall preſume to Counterfeit the ſaid Impreſſion, Seal or | 
Stamp, ſuch perſon or perſons ſo offending, ſhall be puniſhed as in Caſes of High Treaſon. | 

That all and every the aforementioned Grants or Deeds, or other Writings or Inſtruments whatſoever, mentioned to. 
be wrote or printed on the ſaid Parchment or Paper, not being wrote or printed thereon, ſhall be void and of no efte&t 
to all intents and purpoſes,”as if the ſame had never been made or executed. NEL  O ASINS |
